Parole for Hoffa: 
Is Rejected Again 



^ Former ' Teamsters Union 
president James R. Hoffa was 
rejected for . parole- for the 
! third time yesterday -and. his 
lawyer son charged that, the 
T7.S. Parole 'Board acted.“afbi- 
trary and .unfairly.” 

The Parole ■: Board, : without 
explanation; set- June; 1972; as 
the date : for further parole 
consideration. It implied that 
Hoffa still has a relationship 
with the Teamsters even 
though he., has publicly sev- 
ered all ties with the union. 

James P. Hoffa, son of the 
former Teamsters leader, said 
it was “unbelievable the board 
would turn him down for pa- 
role”. He said his . mother, 
Josephine Hoffa, was “taking 
the decision badly” in Florida. 
“Her blood pressure is rising, 
and I’m concerned about her, 
condition,” young Hoffa said. 

Last spring, Hoffa was per- 
mitted to leave the federal 
penitentiary at Lewisburg, Ph., 
and visit his ailing wiffe in San 
Francisco. Her poor health 
was Hoffa’s basis for a parole 
bid last ‘ March, when the 
board , turned him , down for 
the second time since he en- 
tered prison in 1967. .

controlled Parole Board, last 
night .threatened future but 
unspecified legal action and 
said it was “an outrage that 
my father is being treated in 
this manner by the Parole 
Board.” U ; . ,\ U 
It was clear to him, Hoffa 
said, “that the Parole Board 
did not fairly weigh the cir- 
cumstances of this case and

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tihat it definitely discrimin- 
ated against my father simply 
because his name is. Hoffa,” 

He : charged that the board 
was unfair, and did not . apply 
the same standards ’’to' his 
father’s ease as it did to. those 
of other parole applicants. . 

... Young Hoffa said his father 
met the , board’s own criteria 
for parole, “and yet. ’they re- 
fused to. consider , these fac- 
tors anid instead arbitrarily 
turned down his application.’’ 

In his plea before the board, 
Hoffa said he expressed will- 
ingness for his father to ob- 
tain a parole that stipulated 
he would play no role in the 
union under penalty of going 
back to prison. He told the 
board his father wanted to be- 
come a lecturer or teacher at 
Detroit-area colleges upon re- 
lease. 

“It’s incredible, especially in 
light of the fact of my mother’s 
illness, the fact that my father 
severed all ties with the inter- 
national union and the fact 
that he paid ail the fines levied 
against him.” 

Chairman George J. Reed 
said after the hearing that he 
would not elaborate on what 
occurred at the closed hearing. 
Only young Hoffa appeared, 
and the board said no new 
testimony was presented by 
the Justice Department. 

The eight board members 
are not required to give rea- 
sons why a parole is denied, 
and a majority rules. On July 
7, young -Hoffa convinced at 
least two board members that 
his father’s resignation from 
all union offices constituted 
“new and substantial evidence” 
to warrant the granting of 
yesterday’s special hearing. 

The board made it a point in 
its official release that when a 
rehearing occurs next June, 
Hoffa’s “entire record .will be 
reviewed, including his rela-

tionship, if any, with the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of 
Teamsters.” 

Asked if this meant the 
board wasn’t convinced that 
the elder Hoffa had actually 
severed his connection with 
the union. Chairman Reed 
said, “You’ll have to draw 
your own conclusions.” He 
added that the statement was 
“very carefully written.” 

Young Hoffa said the thrust 
of the board’s questioning cen- 
tered on his father’s severance 
from the union but he said he 
didn’t know if that was the 
pivotal factor in the rejection. 



After resigning and endors- 
ing Frank E. Fitzsimmons as j 
president two months ago, the 1 
elder Hoffa was elected presi- 
dent emeritus, , an honorary 
post. He will receive a $75,000 
a year pension. His son and 
wife are both on the interna- 
tional union’s payroll, with 
combined salaries estimated at 
about $80,000. 

Hoffa has served four years 
and five months of a combined 
13-year sentence' for jury tam- 
pering and mail fraud. He will 
be freed on a mandatory re- 
lease no later than Nov. • 28, 
1975, if not paroled sooner.
